Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Claim 18 remains rejected as it was rejected in 
the FINAL office action. In the after-final arguments applicant reiterates the arguments presented in the previous reply. The term "a non- 
climacteric plant" as used in the claims is a generic term which describes a type of plant, and it is a necessary property of the 
blackcurrant fruit that it is a non-climacteric plant. Thus, the rejection, which sets forth the obviousness of isolating promoters from 
blackcurrant fruits and producing transgenic blackcurrant plants using these promoters (as specifically discussed in the rejection) 
obviates a specific example within the broad language used in the claim. The fact that blackcurrant is a non-climacteric plant is a 
necessary property of the method which is taught by the combination of references. Therefore, the amendment filed after-final is 
entered, and the rejection is MAINTAINED. 
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
